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A FEW REMARKS ON CORRECT 
BREATHING FOR SINGERS.

Man uses the diaphragmatical or or abdom- 
nai breathing, woman the costal or dorsal 
breathing. Though this law of nature has 
been demonstrated and proven by such cele- 
brated physiologists as Draper, M. Foster, 
Carpenter and last but not least Du Bois Rey- 
mond and is corroborated by every physician, 
the great majority of vocal teachers do not 
5eem to heed it. On the contrary they make 
all their pupils, male and female alike, prac- 
tise the abdominal breathing. What fearful 
havoc they have made among their female 
students and what untold suffering they have 
caused is only a matter of conjecture, but 
nevertheless a deplorable fact. Still, it seems 
to me that the simplest common sense should 
tell every teacher, which breathing he should 
principally use with his female pupils. 

The abdominal or diaphragmatical breath- 
ing is the proper one for male singers, because 
it is the natural one, but not for female sing- 
ers. Why? Because abdominal breathing de- 
p'-esses the diaphragm and exercises constant 
pressure upon vital organs which above all 
should be kept free from any such damaging 
influences. In my opinion, which is based on 
scientific facts, the lower costal or dorsal 
breathing is the only rational one for feuiale 
singers, because by its use the lower ribs are 
elevated and spread sideways, thus stretching 
the diaphragm only horizontally and avoiding 
all promiscious downward pressure. 

I knQW personally several pupils of one of 
the beat known singing masters in Gerriiany, 
Stock hausen, whose method excels in the dia- 



phragmatical breathing, who were physical 
wrecks, after having studied with him for a 
couple of years and whose ailments could pos- 
sibly come of no other cause. Though an oc- 
casional abdominal breathing would not hurt 
any healthy woman, it certainly will do so 
when practiced regularly during a wholecourse 
of study, because by each abdomnal breath 
pressing like a heavy weight on the lower or- 
gans, weakens the muscular bands. 

This occurs of course the sooner the more 
delicate the construction of the student is and 
while there may be a very small percentage of 
women, who might accustom their nature to 
the strain without any serious injury, just as 
one can accustom one's body even to the most 
dangerous poison, the results to the average 
woman are disaterous. 

In regard to the possible objection of some 
singing teachers, that the additional expansion 
of the lungs downward allows theiiv to inhale 
more air and consequently adds to the sus- 
taining power of a tone let me say this: 

Kven admitting this to be a fact, a little 
more breath would be too dearly bought at the 
expense of health, I said additional expan- 
sion, for if the rib expansion sideways is sup- 
pressed, as the case in diaphragtnatical breath- 
ing, the solz extension towards the diaphragm 
would not give greater sustaifilng power to 
a tone than one- produced by thorhghn costal' 
breathing. \ ' ' 

The additional warmth of tone can just as 
well be obtained bv using the Costal breathing 
thoroughly and setting the flattened diaphragm 
into vibration during the exhaling process, 
while it returns to its normal dome litu posi- 
tion, producing the same effect as a violinist 
when vibrating his fingers on the strtngs.

He 
downed solo singing as carried to excess which 
must have been a shock to the entire vocalists 
of San Jose, for you must know — but don't say 
I told you — we are all soloists here — a year or 
two's study seems to warrant our posing as 
soloists, no matter the quality of voice or in. 
struction and of late years since we have had 
so many exponents of the Lamperti School it 
s^ems impossible to get voices for the grand 
chorus of the Oratorios. We scorn to sing in 
chorus; we all want a part; and really I think 
if Mr Tomlins had not come here some of our 
town musicians would have evolved an oratorio 
or opera to vSuit the case — all solos. 

How he did denounce the lifeless, soulless, 
well — well bred rendering of what is sung, that 
we effect. "Well bred" because no matter 
what the words or music mean; the singer 
never gives expression to them but preserves 
his or her own identity and compromises not 
the personal dignity that must be upheld. 

The night of the Tomlin reception Herman 
Brandt delighted his frends and admirers with 
his beautiful soulful playing. Now there is an 
example of Mr Tomlins theory of Brotherhood 
in Music altogether. 



Playing as well as Mr Brandt does, with such 
technique and divine tone, he seems to enjoy 
playing with the violins in the San Jose Or- 
chestral Society every Tuesday night during 
the season, though there are times when he 
with the rest have to repeat and repeat passages 
some of the less advanced members do not 
readily get. Just think of the unselfish good 
in this way, he does the younger and less for- 
tunate players — and yet, Mrs and Miss

To any one possessing a suspicion of true 
musical taste the marvelous display of " new 
music ' ' one finds exposed for sale in windows 
or on counters is offensive and saddening. 
Most of it is trash, below the " dime novel " 
grade in merit and infinitely lower in point of 
grammatical construction. Its writers seem to 
know of no rules of grammer to be observed 
in writing music and as for rhetoric — which in 
music would be rhythm and thematic form — 
they know less about that, than do the poets, 
who write the doggerel verses, which these 
callow composers set to music. What a waste 
of effort ! What a waste of paper and ink ! 
What a crying necessity for the foolkiller's re- 
turn to exterminate thovse who write and those 
who try to play all this trash ! 

Activity is essential to success. He who 
stops, stagnates, and like a piece of machinery 
rusts to his death. If one stops, nothing is 
done; if one moves, something must be done. 
When a person engaged in music says he can 
find nothing to do and remains idle for any 
great length of time he is of no value to him- 
self or music. The field of music is so great 
that there is always something to do and 
nothing in which one engages will be unpro- 
ductive of good. We all like to see the direct 
return in something which adds to our com- 
fort or wealth as the result of every effort, 
and think the activity which brings no appar- 
ent pay is wasted. That is short sighted. 
Kvery effort pays in some way at some time 
provided that it is honest and is directed by 
good motives. Anything, even if it pays in 
experience only, is better than stagnation. 
— Vocalist. 

Silence during a song may b^ more effective 
than singing itself. Often it is necessary to 
give time for some expression to take effect 
iti the minds of the hearers. Deliberately 
pause at such time. The contrast becomes in 
itself impressive. Generally, it is not well to 
begin the music which follows silence after the 
manner of that which proceded it. Silence in 
most cases becomes a dissociating element 
between two musical expressions. 

We say that music is an instantaneous art; 
that the painter may erase and change to suit 
him, and finally leave his work on the canvas 
to be admired, while the singer must apply his 
art instantly and has but an ever fading mem- 
ory on which to impress it. True, but he has 



resources which the painter and sculptor lack. 
Silence is such. Skillfully use it as an embell- 
ishment in art. Have you never tried it? Then 
try it now. One may captivate an audience by 
little effects which are perfectly right and pro- 
per to use. — Vocalist. 

The so-called amateur teachers who give les- 
sons simply as a pastime and for the purpose 
of earning a little spending money rarely ever 
look at their work in the right light. Many of 
them are totally unfit to give musical instruc- 
tion, and their bad work can never be fully 
corrected by those who follow them, aside from 
this they lower the standard of professional 
prices. In many places the competition among 
teachers of music is made so close through 
these amateur instructors that professional 
men and women find it difficult to support 
themselves. The money which parents spend 
for such instruction is, in many cases thrown 
away, for not only is the pupil's time wasted, 
but he acquires such habits as disqualify him 
for real artistic work. Is it wise for parents to 
employ such teachers? Would it not be better 
to engage the service of a good teacher, even 
if it does cost a little more? Ivawyers have their 
shysters, doctors have their quacks, aud nei- 
ther of these professions suffer as much from 
these unprofessional practitioners as does the 
musical profession suffer from amateur teach- 
ers. The first instructors usually make or un- 
make pupils. Parents should, therefore, be 
careful when they select teachers for their 
children — Brainard's Musical World.

It has been reported late of the G. F. 
Root that at the beginning of his music- 
al studies he could uot tell one tune from 
another. This confession of auricular 
color-blindness has often been made by 
people who seemed almost to boast of it, 
though they generally were " very fond 
of music. " 

In Root's case it was an obstacle to be 
overcome, and he overcame it. The ob- 
jection often raised against general in- 
structions in music is that a successful 
devotee must have a special talent for 
the art seems to be answered somewhat 
by Root's career. No one ever suggests 
that literature and the reading of books 
should be confined to a chosen few with 
special talents and tastes for belles lettres 

Why then should musical tuition be 
witheld until an exhibition of special 
bent has been shown by a child? 

The better plan would be to assume 
all persons capable of learning to read 
and execute music leaving people so 
constituted that they cannot till the ina- 
bility asserts itself. 

It is easier to learn to read music than 
literary print, and can be accomplished 
in far less time than it took any of us to 
learn to read these words . Much of the 
difficulty is attributable to the folly of 
methods of instruction, which are sus- 
ceptable of great improvement.

A singular peculiarity about the improved 
music in Grace Church since the new music 
committe of ladies took charge and revolution- 
ized the choir by discharging the organist and 
singers, is that no one seems to like the 



change. We hear many reports mostly from 
people whose musical acumen is acknow- 
ledged and whose opinions are trustworthy. 
All are unanimous in pronounchig the singing 
of the choir of men the accompanists upon the 
new Memorial organ and the recitals given 
by the new orgauist, dissappointingly bad. 
This is the testimony of disinterested, compe- 
tent virtuOvSos, given by word of mouth. 

Against this estimate of the new choir we 
have never heard a word of contradiction. We 
have, however seen an occasional puff in the 
Monday Chronide to which we attribute the 
same respect as one accords the similar work 
of any other " press agent " in booming a bad 
show. 

From all we can learn we incline to the be- 
lief that no one having good taste likes the 
new regime that the only ones who pretend to 
be pleased with it are tho-;e who made the 
change, the Rector and Lady Committee on 
church music, whom he appointed. 

Here is what the "Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table," Oliver W^endell Holmes, writes of mu- 
sic: '*I have had glimpses of the conditions in- 
to which music is capable of bringing a sensi- 
tive nature. Glimpses, 1 say, because I cannot 
pretend that I am capable of sounding all the 
depths or reaching all the heights to which 
music may transport our moral consciousness. 
Let me remind you of a curious fact with refer- 
ence to the seat of the musical sense. F'ar 
down below the great masses of thinking mar- 
row and its secondary agents, just as the brain 
is about to merge in the spinal cord, the roots 
of the nerve of hearing spread their white fila- 
ments out into the sentient matter, where they 
report what the external organs of hearing tell 
them. This sentiment matter is in remote con- 
nection only with the mental organs, far more 
remote than the centres of the sense of vision 
and that of smell. In a word the musical fa- 
culty might be said to have a little brain of its 
own. It has a special world and a private lan- 
guage all to itself. How can one explain its 
significance to those whovse musical facvdtics 
are in a rudimentary vState of development, 
or who have never had them trained? Can you 
describe in intelligible language the smell of a 
rose as compared with that of a violet? No, — 
music can be translated only by music. Just 
so far as it suggests worded thought, it falls 
short of its highest office. Pure emotional 
movements of' the spiritual nature, — that is 
what I ask of music. Music will be the univer- 
sal language — the volapuk of spiritual being."

MUSIC AS AN AID TO DISCI- 
PLINE. 

Medical authorities give facts concerning the 
power of music as a therapeutic agent that 
teachers would find of interest and benefit to 
themselves, if they once saw its application to 
their own work. Music is declared by nerve 
specialists in medicine to be one of the effective 
aids in curing diseased nerves. By means of 
pleasing melody the whole nerve system is in- 
vigorated. Insane people are influenced by 
music to such a degree that the most danger- 
ous are quiet in church service. 

Who has more to do with tired nerves than the 
teacher — not only with her own overstrained 
nerves, but with the nerves of the children 
who are restless, inattentive and "out of 
sorts?" Half a hundred are shut up in one 
room, with irritated nerves, starved of fresh 
air and oxygen; and it is a wonder that more 
disorder, instead of less, is not the result. If 
but three or four words were allowed to be 
prescribed for the undisciplined schools where 
everything is "on edge," these would be 
among the best — "fresh air, exercise, music." 
The first is one of the most unobtainable lux- 
uries in the United States as school buildijigs 
are constructed. The second, unless conduc- 
ted on principles and sense, only increases the 
nerve tension in straining after "show" effects. 
The third is usually considered ornamental, 
and is found only where public sentiment has 
reached a certain point. If teachers knew the 
power of music as a method of discipline, 
it would be considered a necessity to hire an 
instrument, if one is not furnished, and find 
some means to learn to play, if only a few fa- 
miliar airs. This has not yet been dignified 
into a "per cent" requirements of teachers, 
but it is to be hoped that some day it will rank 
where it belongs in a teacher's outfit. The 
kindergartens make it a requirement in the 
training of pupils, and it means more than the 
words say when they exact it; for nerves, 
spirits, ambitions, hearts and morals can be 
wonderfully influenced by the power of music 
in the school room when happily managed. — 
School Journal.
